An ev ent that takes place without 
one’s foresight or expectation is defined 
as an accident. 
No doubt the first story about a boy 
or girl on a bicycle being hit, injured or 
killed by an automobile will be referred 
to as an accident. 
Will it be? 
There has been some response by 
parents and youths to an earlier sug­ 
gestion that bicycles be equipped with 
headlights and tail lights or reflectors- 
But still there are too many not so 
equipped using Sedalia .streets at night, 
especially after activ ities at Liberty park 
and other recreational areas, or return­ 
ing home from shows at night. 
Ev en though a bicycle may not be 
equipped with a headlight the least bi­ 
cycle riders could do would be to clip 
a red reflector button on the back wheel 
fender. This requires no hard outlay of 
cash. Without such a warning to ap­ 
proaching motorists the bicycle rider is 
inv iting disaster. 
Maybe the problem of bicycle lights 
is not one for youth alone. 
Shouldn’t 
parents show a little more interest in 
this matter or must they wait until Jun­ 
ior is taken to Bothwell hospital in an 
ambulance, or carted to the morgue. 


Can they assuage their remorse by blam­ 
ing themselv es for being dilatory about 
this matter, or trying to cov er up their 
owr delinquency by condemning some 
motorist for careless driv ing? 
Then, too, there will be criticism 
of the police for not enforcing the bicycle 
light ordinance. 
Bicycles without lights hav e no 
more business on Sedalia streets at night 
than automobiles without front and rear 
illumination although some of the latter 
hav e been noticed spooking ov er the city 
streets without benefit of these safe­ 
guards. 
Some moonless night if the police do 
start cracking down on these bicycle traf­ 
fic v iolators there’ll likely be a great 
clamor of protest from the parents. 
So in the interest of municipal har­ 
mony we suggest a formal and official 
warning be published to forestall any 
ov er-emotional charges the police hav e 
begun a secret inquisition.

WASHINGTON — More facts are gradually 
leaking out regarding the crucial days which 
preceded President Ei.senhower’s illness. They 
show the strain under which he worked, the 
v ital decisions he faced in the pressing burden 
that is the presidency. 
Shortly before the illness he had called in 
House of Representativ es leaders to urge rein­ 
statement of one billion dollars in foreign aid. 
The President did a magnificent, eloquent job, 
talking for 30 minutes in two 15-minute periods. 
“I am talking to you as a military man,” he 
said. 
In detail he explained how certain types of 
American bombers could make a certain num­ 
ber of missions ov er Moscow if they flew from 
European bases, as compared with far fewer 
trips if bigger bombers flew from the U.S.A. He 
wanted money for these ov erseas bases. 
The President was sincere and effectiv e. His 
listeners were impressed. But he became flush­ 
ed with the exertion. His face, pale before he 
started talking, was crimson when he finished. 
It was a brilliant, impassioned plea, but not the 
kind to be made by a man with a heart condi­ 
tion or hlidi blood pr^sure. 
When he had finished, Speaker Rayburn said: 
“Mr. President, this meeting should hav e been 
held two weeks ago. The foreign aid blU is now 
out of committee. 
Howev er, we will do our 
best.” 
Rayburn carried out his promise — only to be 
rev ersed. The rev erse was a defeat for him, 
but, more important, it was a defeat for Ike 
himself, who had laid his reputation and hla 
leadership on the line. The crushing v ote against 
him occurred a few’ hours before the midnight 
he was taken ill. 
The WUey Decision 
One day before his illne.ss the President had 
been quizzed at a press conference regarding 
his failure to support GOP Sen. Alexander Wiley 
of Wisconsin, a faithful Eisenhower supporter on 
foreign aid. Though Ike had appealed to Repub­ 
lican leaders for support on foreign aid, and 
though Wiley has consistently gone down the 
line for him despite political opposition back in 
Wisconsin, the President did not support him 
when anti-Ike. pro-McCarthy forces conspired 
against him for renomination. 
Wlien the President was queried about this in 
a press conference one day before he became 
ill he became Rushed and noticeably unhappy. 
Wiley, he replied, had not wanted White House 
aid; he, Eisenhower, had not interv ened in other 
Republican primaries. 
A newspaperman asked w’hy he had interv en­ 
ed in Oregon to help ex-Secretary of the Interior 
McKay. 
Ike replied he had not known other 
Republicans were ninning. This also was em­ 
barrassing. 
For newsmen knew that four Re­ 
publicans had already entered the Oregon pri­ 
mary before Eisenhow’er wrote his letter en­ 
dorsing McKay. 
Suddenly at his press conference the President 
seemed to realize that his aide.s had giv en him 
poor adv ice. 
All these problems seemed to conv erge at 
once. On other occasions Ike has had stomach 
upsets when he faced disagreeable decisions, as

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When J eiftus gavt the oomims- 
sion to His disciple« to go snd make 
disciples (rf »11 nations (Matthew 
28:18-20), all that He had repre­ 
sented to a small Palestinian group 
as their longed-for Messiah, teach­ 
er and leackr became eiJ arged in­ 
to a work! Savior. He became the 
founder, in a sense, of a new re­ 
ligion centered in Him. in His 
teaching and in the Gospel that He 
had declared — a Gospel set forth 
(X)ncretely m the parables of lost 
things in Luke 15. 
In what sen.se th» religion that 
He sent forth His foUowws to pro­ 
claim was actually new might well 
be debatable .Its seeds and roots 
were in J udaism, and J esus Him­ 
self declared that He had not 
come to destroy, but to fulfil. The 
fact that J udaism has continued as 
a world religion, r^udiating the 
suggestion that Christianity is in 
an. real sense its fulfillment, has 
marked Christianity in itself as a 
religion apart. 
Persecution and mi« treatment of 
J ews by communities nominally 
Christian, but actually betrayers of 
Christian spirit and teaching, has 
historically emphasized the sepa­ 
ration, but the Hebrew Scriptures 
have always had their inherent 
place in the Christian’s Bible, and 
in recent years there has been 
much friendly association between 
J ews and Christians and a recog 
nition of much that they have in 
common. 
The appearance a short time ago 
on a television quiz program of a 
Presbyterian minist« ’ and a J ew­ 
ish rabbi, who share a common 
place of worship in New York, was 
a striking example of a closer re­ 
lationship between J ews and Chris­ 
tians. 
Even more than the appearance 
together of the rabbi and the min­ 
ister was the fact that the Presby­ 
terian chose J udaism as his cate­ 
gory, while the rabbi chose Chris­ 
tianity. Both successfully answered 
all the questions offered them, to 
the winning of $8,000 for their re­ 
ligious work, at which point they 
quit the program. I emphasize the 
incident, because it* implications 
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fo r closer relations of 
un­ 
derstanding can hardly be over­ 
stated. 
I am rather proud of the fact 
that in a way 1 was a pioneer in 
this business of trying to evstablish 
better relations b^ween J ews and 
Christians. Forty years ago, when 
I was minister of the First Con­ 
gregational Church, in Hamilton, 
Ontario, I initiated friendly ex­ 
changes with Rabbi J oseiA Min­ 
kin, sdiolar and author, who was 
then in that city. He spoke in my 
church. I spoke in his synagogue. 
.4nd this was only a part of the 
association. 
I felt highly complimented when 
a member of his congregation told 
a member of mine ,“ Mr. Gilroy is 
a J ew at heart.” From his stand­ 
point U was the nicest thing he 
could say about me. and it offsets 
some less complimentary brickbats 
that have come my way. 
When one thinks of world Chris­ 
tianity the record is not all to the 
good, nor all that J esus would ack 
nowledgc in the religion that He 
founded. 
But there is another side to it 
in a continuous succession of Chris­ 
tian faith and life which is truly 
Christian. Of this I mean to write 
in a continuing article.
